it is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless It includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to Include, all of the applicable Items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

This case differs from the other three cases (4 cases were interviewered at one sitting) because the active 
ingredients are uridylates with a 5-divinyl substituent, not the bromo vinyl substituent of NB1011. Examiner noted that 
the terminology in claims wherein all steroisomers were claimed was objectionable because a specific stereoisomerism 
is sometimes clearly required for activity; e.g. pseudoepedrine and its enantiomer, aka "speed,** have much different 
pharmacological effects. Applicant indicated that the claims would be further narrowed in an attempt to avoid the 
remaining grounds of rejection. Examiner agreed that this was appropriate but did not commit to any specific result 
because no amendment has yet to be officially provided for consideration by the examiner
